Without a 
levee in front of it, however, uny such 
proposition, for a railroad from any 
point into Lake County, is imprart'cable 
by reason of the immense cost. The 
Courier has had a larger experience in 
building railroads on paper, bj reason 
of longer service, than any or its con 
temporaries, but newspaper survejs and 

vastly different to the actual instrn 
mental surveys on terra firma. If such 
road had not been confronted by 
snch topographical and geographical 
obstacles, it would have been built 
y years ago. With a substantial 
5 from Hickman to the Tenm 
highlands, a railroad from any of these 
points would be practical, and 
then not so unless the enterpris 
backed up by the Illinois Ceuti 
some great financial corporation. The 
idea of building an ' independent short 
line" in this day of "great railroad 
pools" belongs to the nast. The near- 
est approach to it, might be a road from 
Fulton or Obion to Hickman, here to 
find a trans Mississippi connection, and 
also into Lake county by way of the 
Levee.
